achieve excellence in at least a few areas/' He did not 
commit himself to any particular programs hut noted Cli.it 
Laurentian did offet studies in aieas that aie not generally 
availalile.it othet institutions. 

Philip I'opovich, S.lS,A. Vice President, diiected thiee 
questions tc» Hest. I'opovich wanted to know Best's 
position oil student participation in university aflahs, 
diffeiential fees fm giaduaie fees, and on the SHM.OO 
iiteiease in tuition fees, hest said that lie felt that the 
inclusion of students in decision making was "what 
'he) coiisideied to he improvements." His stand tut dlf- 
leieniial fees was practically idetiticid to Mona ban's 
'• I applaud the decision made in principle . . . " hut he 
added that it " . . . might become a larger practical pro- 
blem. "This is the familiar unwillingness to put one's 
money where their mouth is. Support Sn principle is 
nothing. On the hundred dolhir increase lie si said he was

sible to come to university at all." This left handed reply 
neatly avoided answering the question while still allowing 
Best to appear piogressive and concerned.

Tliey were there ut the invitation of council 
to explain He- neod'for a price increase in 
the pub, Menard also answered questions 
relating lo his general duties. Pachs was 
asked It the price Increase would tiring a 
decent wage for his employees. Hachs staled 
that at $2,nr»/hr*, employees were already 
15 cents nl>ovo the lowest legal wage they 
could Up paid (jobs with tips are rated lu'ver 
than I h<* general mini mum wage.) Barbs also 
: aid lhat the employees made up for th< ir lew 
wages via the tips. This remark was received 
with generaly sulxlued smirking from council* 

When asked by Councilor Shevket Goener why 
there were no allowance for staff breaks, 
paeh.; said when business is slow, the staff 
is more or less on a break. He added that 

when business Is iiulck, no one wants to In- 
told to take a break and miss out on all the 

tips. 

A councilor informed Mr, ! aebs that an

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WINNIPEG (CUP) -- The Canadian Lab- 
our Congress needs student support to 
fight government economic policy, acc- 
ording to an associate professor of econ- 

omds at the University of Manitoba. 

However, because of media distortion, 
students and other elements of the popu- 
lation, view labour unions as an enemy, 
Cy Gonick told a group of Red River Com- 
munity College students recently. 

"The media does a terrific Job In keep- 
ing people divided," lie said. As a result 

they do not see themselves as being vic- 
timized by the stale and the private ent- 
erprise economy he explained, 

"Students arc actually petting less for 



their money" txit don't perceive what is 
going on, according to Gonick. 
He contends the government has curtail- 
ed wages In the public sactor and cut soc- 
ial programs like education and health to 
obtain money to fond energy development. 
"In turn this has forced provincial gov- 
ernments to take up the slack by cutting 
their own programs and raisins tuition 
foes," Gonick said. 

Because students are affected by cutbacks 
Just as any oiler wage earner or consumer, 
they should support labour's attack on sel- 
ective W3ge and profit controls, he said* 
Gonick said labour's October MM day of 
protest was significant because for the 
first time in Canadian history a large pro- 



portion of the population had challenged 
the slate over its policies. 
At the same time, "If It was a one shot 
affair in which the only result is that org- 
anized labour leaders are offered a few 
seats in advisory commissions, I think 
this would indicate to me that It was a 

failure." 

However, Gonick said If the day of protest 
was a first phase in an "escalated attack 
against government policy, then II will have 

been an important event." 
He said Hw government needs a policy to 
deal with inflation and unemployment at the 
same time. He suggested Jt take "those 
750,000 people who are out of work and 
employ them in an area of priority ... and 



the best example is housing." 

There is no reason for a housing shortage. 
Gonick said, lie pointed out that price in- 
creases need to be curtailed by dropping 
land costs and interest rates. Banks should 
provide easier mortgage money, either on 
their own, or by legislation, ho said. If nec- 
essary, the government should provide funds 
directly, he added. 

"Similarity, if to |l(I developers talked 
at reducing the price of land and them- 
selves engage in a strike ... as a result of 
their profits being curtailed, then again 
the government would have to provide an 
alternative system of supply of housing." 

"There are consciences of a tough anti- 
inflation program, "Gonick said. 



The International Students Organization ( I.S.O.) 
and a group of dissatisfied international students 
held a special meeting In senate chamtwrs on 




Sunday. The group of international students were very 
dissatisfied with the present executive of I.S.O. and 
the direction it Is taking. The stormy meeting 

deteriorate into a shouting match. 
I.S.O. president Chris Studholme, in particular 
seemed tn he losing tils prlp as he lashed mi! with 

obscenities. 

Dave Flu r I dial red tin* lnevting at the request 
of the International students. Fluri Is the regular chair 
person of theS.G.A, The riit In the I.S.O. reaches 
lwk Into September and in pari stems from a 
widespread dissatisfaction with the foe differential 
issue amongst other things. The purpose of the 
special mooting was lo thrash out these problems 

with tb° executive, 

Studholines actions as president have been highly 
questionable. He changed the location of a 
meeting earlier In the year expressly to eliminate 
interested parties from attending. Studholme 
also successfully held a quasi secret meeting to 
have a person purged from the I.S.O. subsequent to 
this. The person concerned was dellbcratly left 
uninformed fof the meeting and consequently unable 
to defend herself from the attacks Studholme levied 
against her. 

Studholme addressed the meeting first and 
began a dissertation on internationalism. He said 
that Internationalism was exactly as its name implled- 
internatioualistn.(?) Studholme has been attempting to 
mold the i.S.0. within the framework of tils concept of 
internationalism. A major thrust In this direction was 
the constitution he drafted. Among other goals the 
organization was to strive for was ■Miomogeulty." 
However, at the meeting Studholme described the 
I.S.O. as a mosaic He also said he Iwileved that 
tin* I.S.O. mas becomluc, to political. He said 
members were tielug Intimidated atid/or man- 
ipulated into alKindonlnc, the I.S.O. anil regrouping 
into an outside faction. TI'K only serious cases of 



intimidation in fad have come from Studholme 
himself. He threatened to havee two international 
students deported; Lincoln Octhad and Haran 
Mahatier slngh. He of course has no authority to 
do so but the implications of such a threat from 
an l.S.O. president speaks volumes of his 
"international theories." It is actions such as 
this that have caused the mutiny that Studholme 
blames on outside intimidation. Studholme vowed 
to fight the split within the organization "... 
the organization will not be Infiltrated by out- 
side political elements and the members will not 
be co-erced into anything unnecessary." 
Studholme has t>een holding power in the I.S.O. 
through "red-scare" tactics and posing himself 
as the only person capable of keeping the 
organization pure. Studholme stated he had no 
allegiance to any country. The implication was 
that this was the correct view of Internationalism. 
International students could not accept this view, 
they are proud to come from their countries and see 
no necessity for rejecting their heritage. STudholme 
charged Kiugsly CilUam, the student who addressed 
senate on behalf of Sudburys West Indian Society 
regarding the fee Increase, as being a hick racist. 

After several minutes on the floor students 
tegan inforuotlng and challcntfmt Studholme nnd his 
logic, Clive Griffin told Studholme that though he 
preached internationalism he in tact practised 
assimilation. Clive said that promoting homogenlty 
destroyed the purpose of Internationalism. Clive 
further added thai Internationalism properly 
practised allowed for the free expression of all 
cultures within the organization, 

Studholme was also aWced "Why Mike (former 
r.S.O. executive member) was forced to resign." 



Studholme ^ve gave reasons. He said that Mike 

was unable to keep up with both his school work and 
I.S.O. duties. Studholme also said that Mike had

been pressured into resignimr by "his If el low 
blacks." Mike denied Chris's allegations of pressure 
mid Slad ho rcsipiHNj lH>«*atise the oicaidKuttnti wan not 

progressing. Ife further added that the general 
membership did not support the «occctitlve or Its 

actions, 

Studholme was asked to rive an accountlnc of the 

achievements of the organization under his leader* 
ship. I'e cited the planned trip to Mexico next term 
and his recent trip to Waterloo. Studhohnos trip to 
Waterloo was ostensible to advise international sudents 
on that campus how to organize against the fee 
differential. It Is believed that rather than this he 
applied himself to warning them against infiltration 
from the AMl-lmperlalist-Allianco and poking his 
nose into the siiudeul comic 11- student paper conflict 
on that campus. In fact many members are not 
satisfied with Studholme or the rest of the executive. 
They see his involvement as being destructive at best. 
There was fist shaking on the part oi several people 
and abusive language on tlio part of Studholme. He 
even told the students to "fuck off" just prior to 
the meeting breaking up. 
Wasyl, who appeared to be part of the executive, 
though he has no official position other than general 
membership, got into a quarrel with Vachez, who sat 
with the visa student group, Wasyl, when interrupted 
by a student, stopped speaking. Vachez asked him to 
continue. Wasyl said, "forget it, it's not worth it". 
Vachez said, "...If yon feel it Is not worth it to ad- 
dress this meeting then that is an Insult." Wasyl 
lilted to his feet and shouted; lie was undecipherable 
localise of his excitement which caused him to stutter. 
Everyone joined into a general inelee of bickering. 
There will l>e a general memttership meeting of 
the I.S.O. early In the new year. It Is expected that 
the election of new offlelers will be the first Item of 
business on the agenda.

As many students who regularly 
take the tus to Toronto already 
know, Gray Coach Lines operates 
local and express service between 
Toronto and Sudbury. On Vonday, 
November 22, the Ontario Highway 
Transport Hoard announced that 
H will permit other bus companies 
to operate over three of the most 
profit ".Me routes which Gray Coach 
presently operates. Greyhound 
Lines of Canada and Eastern Grey- 
hound will operate over the Toronto 



-Buffalo and Torouto-Sudbury rou- 
tes, while Stock Hr others, assoc- 
iated witi Travelways, will operate 
between Toronto and Orillla. 
This does not mean that Gray 
Coach will no longer be servicing 
these routes. However, the comp- 
etition may lower the company's 
profits to the point where it will 
be forced to shut down or be sold. 
Gray Coach currently operates 
several routes at a loss, and it Is 
a'ole to do this l>ecause of profits 
from the main routes, including 



Toronto and Sudbury. I would like 
to quote an article by John Downing, 
from page four of The Toron to Sun 
(November 25): "Gray coaciraitT 
business worth nearly $25 million 
last year. Put net profit was only 
$573,000, That's a direct result of 

the belief by its officials that since 
it was a municipally- owned company 
it should concentrate on service, 
not making money." 

This raises another important 
pol it. Gray Coach is I0(T< Canad- 
ian - owned (by Metropolitan Toro- 



nto residents), while Greyhound Is 
G2CI American- owned. 

Greyhound will rim four daily exp- 
ress trips on the Toronto-Sudbury 
route, under the new franchise* 
Ttierc will he no intermediate 
pick up or discharge. This will, In 
effect, "skim off all t lie cream", 
leaving Gray Coach in a loss pos- 
ition. According to John Downing, 
one official predicted that a profit 
of several hundred thousand dollars 
would turn into a $40,000 loss. 

The management of Gray Coach 



Linos sent a telegram of complaint 
to Premier William Davis on Nov- 
ember 23, the day after the board 
announcement. However, the Con- 
servative government appears to t>e 
supporting the board decision. 

Greyhound is asking Sudbury res- 
idents to write letters in support 
of their position to the Conservative 
government. I suggest that those who 
support Gray Coach should write 
to the government as well. 

It's goirffe to be a long battle.

HAMILTON (CUP) ■- Efellly Mc Mast or 
Unlvopsity students demonstrated attainst 
racism, diffotential fees and intomatlonal 
student quotas at a special meeting of the 
Me Master Senate Nov. 25. 
Group spokesperson, Janice Paquotto, said 
there was an increase of racism on campus 
and In the city, notliiR verbal and physical 
attacks on Chinese Mi-Master students Nov. 
17th. 

She denounced Intomatlonal sMident quotas 
and differential fees as racist and urc.ed 
the senate to follow the example of Laur- 
ontiaii University Senate which has vott^J 
not to accept the Ontario uovernmeut's 
proposed 1*0-1 lor fee system. 
The fee hike for visa students was announ- 
ced by the province in May and came Into 
effect for community colleges in September. 
It Incomes effective at universities in Jan- 
uary, 'The hike applies to all first-year 

international students, except those on 

ftranls from the Canadian International 

Development Agency. 

Paquotto also asked the university to 
drop its quotas on foreign students, 

Vice-President Academic and Senate 
Vicc-Chalrperson, Alvln Lee, told the 
RPoup that the Board of Cove mors is re- 
sponsible for the assessment of fees. Ho 
defended the quota system, saylnc ft applies 
to Individual faculties and that only ono fa- 
culty has boon affected. 

The senate will address the Issue at its 
December 8th meeting. Paquette promised 
a largo student contingent would bo present. 

In October : t he Laurentlan Senate rec- 
ommended to the Board of Governors not 
to accept tie differential fees and that the 
university absorb the costs. The board 
has vet to decide on the issue.

HAMILTON (CUP) -- Two people wen? 
charged with assault Nov, 23 and further 
charts are pending after several groups 
of MeVaster University Chinese shitients 
mro wilijeclcd to racist attacks Nov. 17. 

In four separate Incidents In tlie space of 
an hour, Clio assaUUmts threw a Chinese 
student waiting for a bus to the ground and 
heaped physical ami verbal abuse on three 
otiKr groups according to campus security. 

"It is clearly a racist Incident and we 
are doing everything within our means to 
put an end to it," said a McVaster dean. 

"Incidents of this nature are abhorred 
on the campus whether students are Invol- 
ved or not, "he said. 

Security Chief Don Garret said his depart- 
ment "will not condone nor overlook Incid- 
ences of tliis kind and we only ask tliat the 
community co-operate and help us." 

The attacks Involved throe men, all non- 
students, according to security. The men . 
had been signed into the Mc.Master.pub by 
two sludents and were thrown out for row- 
dlness at about 11 p.m M security said. The 
third man was not charged because he was 
"just watching" they said. 



While no comment was reported from me 
student union, it suspend^ the students who 
signed the assalllants into the liar from all 
union activities for the remainder of t heir 
term at the university. 

One of t ic assaulted Chinese students was 
salting at a bus stop with a group of other 
people and was singled 011 1 for attack, acc- 
ording to witnesses. He was taken to the 
campus medical centre for treatment and 
later released. 

Shortly after the incident, police and cam- 
pus security arrived, causing the assalll- 
ants to flee. 

The first altercation occurred off-campus 
when three Chinese students were accosted 
hy three men who blocked their path and 
began verbally abusing them. One student 
Oetl hack to campus on bicycle and return- 
ed with two other students to find his friends 
i;ono, but the antagonists still there. The 
would-be rescuers were also subjected to 
verbal and physical abuse and chased back 
to the campus. 

The assailants th*n made their way to the 
bus stop and, scared off by police and sec- 
urity, attacked a fouith group outside the 
medical library.
